States Treasury. 



The Gold R. nerv« •A.JtOO.OOO Short- Well 
Street May Confer W|lh Carlisle, llut 
Not at UU Request, an lie In 
Opposed to Their Ideas. 

Washington, April BT.— Wednesday 
there woe In the treasury 1*4,800,600 in 
gold, $5,500,000 loss thnn the normal 
reserve ffiark. The statement In this 
morning's papers that the treasury hail 
on hand 1900,000 In free gold wax read 
In the department with surprise. The 
{act that this Is the third day this week 
that the 1100,000,000 reserve has been 
seriously Invaded, and that, neverthe- 
less, no evil results have fdlowed, has 
had a more than encouraging elTeet 
upon both President Cleveland uud 
Secretary Carlisle, Doth of them left the 
city \\Vdnrsdiiy with absolutely no ap- 
prehensions that anything will oceur In 
the financial world before their return. 

Much is expected to result from the 
Interview which Mr. Carlisle will un- 
doubtedly hold with leading bunkers 
in New Vork Thursday. It is impossi- 
ble that the secretary of the treasury 
can visit New York, which is recognized 
as the financial center of this country, 
at the present time and under the 
'present conditions and remain in 
that city as long as he will, without 
conferring with the men who direct the 
financial affair* of that city. The con- 
ference, If it can be dignified by such 
a name, will be one of the New York- 
ers' seeking, for Mr. Carlisle has been 
almost demonstrative In his unwilling- 
ness to listen to Wall street. 

In the struggle Mr. Carlisle has gone 
through In the lost week his successes, 
such as they hirve been, have come 
through the ready aid of the west u ml 
the east outside of New York city. 1 1 Is 
official statement containing an appeal 
fox patriotic assistunoe was responded 
to by every seetion of the country ex- 
cept New York. That city has been 
the one point which has absolutely 
failed to support the se cret ary of the 
treasury, and which has l>ecn drawing 
on the scant supply of gold for constant 
shipments abroad. 

The marked coiitmnt in policy be- 
tween New York city, the money cen- 
ter and clearing house of the country, 
and the rest of the country, particular- 
ly the west, is such that western men 
claim that if Mr. Carlisle can persist in 
his resistance to Wall street the power 
of New York us the lumuciul center of 
the country will be permanently shak- 
en. One western senator put it thus 
Wednesday night: 

"The financial situation is snalogOOl 
tto the political situation. The Empirt 
state Is no longer the pivotal state it 
politics, and New York city Is loosing 
Its prestige as the- power to dictate the 
financial power of the government." 

This is more than prematura, though 
doubtless muny besides the senator 
wish it was true.

DESTRUCTION 

Sweeps Down Upon the Territory 
of Oklahoma. 

Some Forty Lives Reported to Have 
Been Lost, 



Oklahoma City, OkL, April 37.— Twc 
distinct cyclones, a terrible hail hU>rra 
and a water-spout combine* 1 to nrreok 
awful distraction In .the newly- built 
towns In Oklahoma Tutwduy night- 
It la reported that sixty-two hunuwi 
lives were sacrificed. It is positive 
that forty were kflleo, while ssreeraj 
were fatally ami wont* seriously in- 
jured. The damafre to property Is in- 
estimable. 

Orders fur thirty-one coffina have been 
received here and at Norman, ujmI sup- 
plies have been t*>le+rraphe«l for from 
other points. 

The brunt ol the storm w at) laid upon 
the prosperous little town of Norman, 
on the Santa I V railroad, about twenty 
miles south u< here. At that point 
thirty-one people w«uv kilU-.L, dose&l 
Injured, and the Unvn nluu»,t complete- 
ly destroyed. 

There a pail hu^ i roropreed the town; 
business Is suspeniled anil every body 
able to render a*v-ist*knce to the poot 
unfortunates, or toward removing the 
dead bodies, are out searching along 
the track at the cyclone. The people 
are fxenxted, and can not give any esti- 
mate of their loss, ami know nothing 
except to care for the dcod and lujuiud. 

Oklahoma City has respornk-d nobly, 
and the mayor ami pcilfotoal oitteMM 
organized a relief corps and an' at the 
scene of {destruction, Further on the 
towns of Downs and Keokuk Palla 
fared but little betu-r. The town* were 
nearly devastated and scores of people 
Injured, fatally and otherwise, though 
the losaof lives here. If at all, will not 
be as serious ae at Norman. 

The first signs of Impending danger 
weT© seen late Tuesday afternoon In ■ 
pail of black clouds, overshadowing the 
northwest for miles around, while far- 
ther 'away to the west, rushing across 
the horizon, could be seen the cyclone. 
Men left their business places and hur- 
ried to their homes, where-all whocould 
quickly sought the cyclone caves. 

At 7:30 o'clock the monster from the 
west ^ reached its antagonist In the 
northwest, and wHth their combined 
strength swooped down on the town of 
Moore. Houses with precious lives were 
caught up and carried before the angry 
torrent, great trees were twisted off 
and barms fences ami everything in Its 
path was laid low. 

Passing along for eight mile* it struck 
the town of Norman, where the damage 
was repeated, ami then on to Downs 
and Keokuk PhILs and through Potta- 
wattomie county, where thousands of 
dollars' worth of property was demol- 
ished ami when- thousands of dollars 
mast hare been sacrificed. 

The bouse of J. O'Connor, near Moore 
was destroyed ami O'Connor and his 
wife and three children and tivamcigh- 
bors, who had sought abetter In the 
building, supposing it was tornado 
proof, were crashed to death The 
frame house of John 14unk> was torn to 
pieces and he was killed, while others 
of his family of six were badly injured, 
three of the children and Mrs. Hank* 
fatally. 

The home of Henry Dyer was demol- 
ished, but his sick wife and child were 
picked up and carried some distance 
without being hurt. We** of Norman 
eight houses were demolished and live 
people badly Injured. Kast of the 
stricken town two men and two women 
were killed. Similar reports come from 
all around, but (t seems impossible to get 
names. The night passed by those who 
had escaped the storm's ravage* was 
hideous in the extreme. Around Nor- 
man, after the storm had done its de- 
struction, a fearful hall-storm sturted 
in. and after it a violent rain-storm. It 
was too dark to search out the dead, 
and most of the injured and dying who 
were successful Is making their voices 
heard above the storm got but feeble 
relief. The woul.l-he rescuers could hear 
the pitying cries of the unfortunates, 
and ban and there locate the Impris- 
oned victims, but help in most case* 
was out of the question, and several of 
the unfortunates were compelled to lie 
buried beneath the debris of their once 
happy homes. Those who survived 
their injuries, after having lain tn the 
cold and wet all night, were too foist 
to cry for help, and luy half unconscious 
until found by their rescuers. 

Men, women and {children by the 
•core, who had lost their homes, and In 
many instances were sepe rated from 
their families, spent the dismal night, 
as a rule, in the ruin ami among the 
debris, in an emleavot to find and help 
their loved ones. Their search was gen- 
erally fruitless, for the storm was'sc 
fierce that it was absolutely necessary 
to protect themselves by seeking what 
shelter remained. This was but scant, 
and when morning came It found a sad 
and pitiable sight Women carrying 
their babies, and little children crying 
ior their mothers could be seen wander- 
ing around wet to the skin and nearly 
ready to drop In their tracks.

As the next season came 
around he wue again compelled to mort- 
gage his crop i n,n. h- n n. e to the man to 
whom he was already in debt. It was

I'eople wen 
slowly losing their former notions that 
there were nothing and nobody in the 
universe except the world and man.

Hospital for Doga. 

A hospital for dogs, said to be the 
most complete of Its kind In the world, 
was formally opened In Philadelphia 
recently, Dr. Furnesa making an elab- 
orate address on the occasion. The 
building covers an area of (15x50 feet, 
andls- two stories high, with a base- 
ment, which contains the kitchen. On 
the first floor Is a clinic room opening 
into a larger room, is which dogs af- 
fected with noncontagious diseases will 
be treated. On opposite sides of this 
are wards for distemper and mange. 
On the second floor are four rooms 
•lnich will probably be used as labora- 
tories for original research In veterin- 
ary medicine. All the rooms are fitted 
with complete heating and ventilating 
apparatus, and they will be lighted by 
electricity, while electric fans will reg- 
ulate the temperature. There will be 
baths for the dogs, and the nnirn^is wQl 
be kept In Iron cages on wheels. The 
building Is of lloman brick with a peb- 
ble dashing and reds to no trimming and 
with a roof of unfading green slate.
